Will Be Located In 
Nearby Mou ntains 

The May meeting of the An¬ 
geles Forest Protective Associa¬ 
tion was held Tuesday evening at 
the Chevy Chase Club House in 
Glendale. Prior to the meeting a 
group of 40 made a tour of the 
Brand Park motor w-ay, a fire 
suppression roadway through the 
Verdugo mountains and San Ra¬ 
fael Hills about 11 miles in 
■ength. 

The Judge Cruzon cup of merit 
to the unit making the best ser¬ 
vice record was presented to 
Glendora. 

George H. Cecil who had re¬ 
cently returned from a Washing¬ 
ton conference on the President's 
reforestation plan, explained the 
President w-as taking a very per¬ 
sonal interest in the problem. He 
said the enlistment quota is de¬ 
pendent on population and ex¬ 
istence of National Forests. Cali¬ 
fornia’s quota is 15,000 men to be 
placed in 200-men camps. Pref¬ 
erence will be given to welfare 
cases first and an assignment of 
a portion of the pay is to be 
made to dependents. Military 
service is no part of the plan; a 
six months enlistment for work is 
required. Army officials will have 
charge of housing and feeding 
while forestry officials will have 
charge of work. 

About 215 camps will be estab¬ 
lished in California, Cecil said, and 
little planting will be done. Most 
of the work will be on roads, 
flood and erosion control. Erosion 
control will be established on the 
Angeles Crest road in the Arroyo 
Seco. The men will also be avail¬ 
able for fire fighting. Two camps 
will be established in the An¬ 
geles Forest near Sierra Madre, 
nexC' week, Cecil said.

Holding to the line members of 
the party were able to make 
their way back down into the 
canyon. Aside from minor 
scratches, none were injured, 
though some of the women were 
badly frightened and highly ner¬ 
vous.
